Benson Announces 
'Strictest Controls' 




WASHINGTON, June 22 (ff")— Secretary of Agriculture Benson has ordered a further 
cutback of 13 per cent in wheat-planting for the 1955 crop and called a grower referendum 
for July 23 to approve rigid marketing quotas to enforce planting goals. 

Benson also announced perhaps the strictest controls in the history of American farm- 
ing to prevent the production of new crop surpluses. Tha government now has about 61/2- 
billion dollars invested in 
farm surpluses, mainly wheat, 
cotton, corn and dairy prod- 
ucts. Benson said about 2 mil- 
lion farms are affected by the 
program,. 

The wheat reduction comes on 
top of a n per cant decrease in 
this year's wheat octeage. With the 
harvest of this year's crop, the na- 
tion win hnve a Ivo-year supply 
of this bread grain. 

More Curbi Due 

The secretary is .expected to an- 
nounce later simllor control pro- 
grams for next jear'i cotton, major 
types -of tobacco, peanuts, corn and 
sugar crops— all of which face sur- 
plus, production problems.

Financing (A the antl-brucellosls 
vacdne Is now provided by a l-mlll 
levy, against aj] livestock, 'amount- 
ing to a yearly appropriation of 
164,500, The legislature must ap- 
propriate more funds for the step- 
ped up vaccination program plsfineit 
In the department's war against the 
disease.

High Priority 
Set on Action 
Against Reds 

WASHINGTON, June 22 OB— SerL 
Homer Ferguson, R., Mich., said 
today "high priority" will be given 
to the administration's legislative 
program tor cracking down on com- 
munist-dominated organizations and- 
Individual communists. 

The admtalstratlon's antl-com- 
munlst .program, however, may face 
a possible roadblock in the senate 
Judicially •committee where several 
mcmbe'rs-^tacluding Republicans — 
are lukewarm toward the admin- 
istration's approach. 

Bills Listed 

Ferguson, chahmah.of the sen- 
ale OOP policy committee, disclosed 
that the White House has partl- 
cully pleaded for action on these 
three antl-communlst bills: 

1. To authorize the government to 
liquidate any organization found 
to be "communist-controlled" and Jn 
a position to "affect adversely" 
the national secijyity. 

2. To empower the government to 
ban suspected subversives from es- 
sential plants, such as power plants, 
not directly engaged in defense 
work. 

3. To strip American citizenship 
from any person convicted as a 
communist. 

Bills Tied up 

All three pieces of legislation have 
been tied up for weeks In the 
Judiciary committee. With no con- 
crete action taken thus far to bring 
them to the senate floor for ap- 
proval. 

Ferguson Indicated, however, that 
the senate Republican leadership 
will bring pressure to bear on the 
committee to report the bills out 
favorably hi the near future. He 
hopes for final seriate action be- 
fore congress odjourns. 

Ferguson denied in an interview 
that the renewed pressure behind 
the legislation , represents an ad- 
ministration ottempt to establish an 
antl-communlst legislat iv e program

• VIRUS OF INDECISION , 

The political virus of Indecision, which has 
been coursing so long through the French 
bloodstream, has again laid low the govern- 
ment of France. 

Premier Lanlel has fallen, after nearly a 
year in office, a stout stretch as govern- 
ments are measured In postwar France. 

With Its customary unerring accuracy, the 
French national, assembly has precipitated 
this fall In a moment of crisis for France and 
the free world. 

No one needs to be told that this severely 
handicaps the negotiations of Foreign Minis- 
ter Bldault at Geneva ,on the subject of an 
Indochina truce. Nor that It badly serves the 
cause of French arms preparing to battle 
desperately for the Red river delta centering 
around Hanoi. 

Why did it happen? 

French parliamentary defeats, lilce Ameri- 
can elections, are usually determined by a 
multiplicity of IssuM. Lanlel's was no excep- 
tion. 

But opposition to the European army proj- 
ect and dissatisfaction with the government's 
Indochina policy— Insofar as It could be dis- 
covered—obviously played a large part in the 
collapse.

Lanlel's position was perhaps not aided by 
the fact that France's two chief allies, Britain 
and America, could not see eye to eye at 
Geneva. American diplomats were bearish at 
all times on truce prospects, while Foreign 
Secretary Eden tried to practice old-fash- 
ioned diplomacy on Molotov, with no success. 

A new French government can hardly Im- 
prove matters. None who opposed Lanlel has 
come forth with any bright gplutlons. All the 
dilemmas are still there. 

Even the shoclc of a government falling In 
the midst of a genuine military and diplo- 
matic crisis does not seem to stir the French 
to think of coifiiUtutlonal changes that would 
Introduce mOre stability Into government. 
They seem to take Instability as the normal 
order of things.. 

Unhappily, the rest of the free world can- 
not Bt this Juncture show the complacency 
about France that the French do. For the 
adverse turn of events In Indochina has put 
the French at the very center of the struggle 
against communism. 

If that Asiatic bastion falls to the Reds, 
what will be erected In Its place? This Is the 
one great question of the moment, If the 
flood across southeast Asia Is to be checked, 
America, France, Britain and others must 
find a new means of working together for the 
common defense of freedom. 

A change In government In Paris amid Jhe 
iiPHrnh fnr these means is a t ragic though 
not unexpected development. We must pray 
it win not prove fatal to the cause of liberty 
In the Asiatic lands where it still breathes.

THE SOFT COAL PROBLEM 

There is this much to be said for the soft coal Indus- 
try's plan for federal help: It does not Involve direct 
government subsidization, Unfortunately, that is about 
the only good thing about it as a program for curing or 
relieving thla Industry's long depreatlon, 

Soiie ol the actions the operators advocate are sensi- 
ble enough; for example, diplomatic attempts to get 
coal-uslng European nations to drop tariff barriers 
against U. S. coal. Others this newspaper disapproves 
In principle; for example, the proposed federal restric- 
tions, supported by the United Mine Workers as well as 
by the Industry, on Imports of foreign residual oil. 

^ut the trouble with all the Ideas Is that they are 
upside down. The notion that you can force Industrial 
users to take co»l by clamping down on the supply of 
residual oil Is the kind of delusion that has often 
exploded In the past.
